- JurifdiGtion, co have the /eaf? connexion with Free- 
mafonry except the Sublime Degree of Royat ARcH 
Masonry, a particular Chapter of which was noticed 
fo far as to announce the ufual times of it’s being-con- 
vened, to the Mafonic World in their FRERBMASON’S 
CaLenpar, from 1777 to 1792, which was publifhed 
sxpresily under the fanction of the Granp LopcE, 

dwhich noticeduring the time it was continued, con- 
rably promoted the fuccefs and increafe of Roya 
Arcu Masonry; and upon this confideration, that

A Grand Lodge of another defcription,; under the). 
appellation of ‘* ANc1eENT Masons,” is likewife 
held in London: the origin of this affociation, is 
eafily accounted for ; in all large communities, there. 
will, at:times, difagreements in opinion arife, and thefe, ° 
as inthe prefent cafe, upon points not in themfelves 
material, yet fo pofitive are both fides of the queftion, 
that neither will concede, and the confequence of fuch 
a divifion was a /eparation: as the general principle 
was not attended to, which is incultated from the nature

At the commencement of this fraétion their numbers 
were inconfiderable, but by deviating from the e/fa- 
blifhed cuftoms and fees at the admiflions, they have’ 
become more numerous. To their credit, however,, 
be it RECORDED, that they have attempted no fub- 
terfuge to delude, no impofition to entice, no preten- 
fiow to fuperiority of information, and feed the 
circumftances of the breach, it would redound highly 
to thescredit and abilities of thofe who are competent:

under ONE HEAD, all that is honourable, praifes

Until this defrable event occurs, as the feceflion was 
from the Grand Lodge of England, it would not be: 
confiftent for any of its members to belong to the other,

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for this pradlice as often as it has been dete&ted, has 
ever met with the reward it merited. 

Having ftated thefe occurences that time and pecu- 
liar circumftances have difcovered, it remains to per- 
fue the enquiry into the impofitions, which many among 
thofe who are generally confidered and looked. up to 
as the ftaunch Fits of the eftablifhment in 1717, have 
contributed to fupport, by countenancing them by their 
influence, and fanRioning them with their pre/ence. 

Tocomment on the degrees enumerated at large

a faét, but that they fhould purchafe an ideal property 
in manufcripts at the deceafe of one of the principal 
impoftors is {carcely to be credited, was not the cir- 
cumftance 4nown to many, and even avowed by the 
parties ¢hem/elves; that they have attempted to carry on 
the trade of impofition under the covert of Mafonry, 
is to be regretted, but the day of delufion, it is to be 
hoped, is pafling away—NEVER to return. 

-- The iniquity of this part of the bufinefs conffs not 
merely in the introduétion of candidates, but in con- 
tribuung towards the exi/tence of York Mafons, and in 
the courfe of time, this might produce an evil, that the 
prefent mifguided followers are not aware of: it cer- 
tainly therefore is the bounden duty of every well- 
wifher to the GRAND LopGe of ENGLAND to exa-

appellation of Noachite, ora fon of Noah. 

The firft in rank is called’ the Grand Commander ; 
the other dignities are, the Knight of Introduétion, 
the Knight of Eloqueuce, the Knight of the Finances, 
Knight of the Chancery, and the Knight of Defence: 
the Members in general are denominated Knights, or 
Pruffian Mafons. 

The my fteries for the Initiation of Profelytes, are 
only to be celebrated when the Moon is at the full. - 

It was not required in the earlieft ages of this 
Order, that the Candidates for this degree fhould be 
in poffeffion of any prior qualification in particular ; 
but fince the twelfth century, the Statutes declare,. 
that no gentleman fhall be admitted, unlefs he proves 
himfelf.to bea Free-Mafon 

At the time of the Crufades, the Knights of various ° 
Nations were confederated in Paleftine, and commu- 
nicated their fecrets in Mafonry ; the Pruffian Knights. 
initiated the Chriftian Princes, and° their attendants, . 
who were previoufly Mafons, and from that time it 
was unanimoufly determined, that in future, no per- 
fon but of' that defcription, fhould be received ; and 
that even of thofe, only fuch, whofe zeal and abilities 
had recommendéd them:to fill the offices of truft’ and 
importance, -in a complete and regular Lodge.

Tue modern heroes of this order, have attempted a 2

to perfuade their profelytes, that it is a branch of 
Mafonry ; but the abfurdity of this fuppofition will 
be evident, on the perufal of the fubfequent remarks 
concerning it. At prefent, the particulars will not 
be developed. In this reftri€tion is to be underftlood, 
the ceremonies of the Reception, the Obligation, and — 
the Leétures; neverthelefs, fuch hints will be in. 
terf{perfed in the enfuing narration, as will fufficiently 
convince the members of this degree, that unlefs fome — 
very particular confideration occafioned the omiffion, 
that the minutiz at large would have been delineated, 
as inthe other degrees. The idea of giving perfonal of- 
fence to individuals is difclaimed, and the refpe& that 
zs due to perfonages, who are at this time materially 
concerned in the purfuit of it, reftrains the hand of 
the inquifitor, and prevents the difclofure, The 


{ketch traced herein of its inconfiftences, is intended — 


to operate fo far, as to convince the practitioners, that | 
it has not the leaft connexion with Free-Mafonry, and 
to induce them to. lay afide the impofition in future. 
In order to examine with candour, and to proceed 
with regularity in our enquiry of the Knights Tem- 
lars of old, as well as of thofe of the prefent day, it 
will be effential to infpeé& what light Hiftory gives 
concerning the one, and of what the latter have been 
pleafed to acknowledge in print, concerning them=

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This order was firft inftituted at © Jerufalem, in 
1118, for the defence of the Holy Sepulchre, and pro- 
teétion of the Pilgrims, that hforeed to it. Hugorde 
Paganis, and Geoffry de St. Adama, were the 
founders. Thefe Knights had the name of Templars 
given them, as their firft habitation as a fociety, was 
adjacent to the Temple, and from thence it was, that 
the houfes which they afterwards caufed to be built, 
were flyled Temples. : a 

This order was a religious, as well as a military 
one ; it was confirmed in the Council of Troye, in 
1127, and its rule was compofed by Saint Bernard. 

After the downfal of Jerufalem, this fociety was 
difperfed over Europe, and increafed prodigioufly by 
the liberality of the well-difpofed : but thefe acquifi. 
tions changed the manners of the Knights, and in 
procefs of time, their fcandalous lives, jomed to an in- 
fupportable pride, caufed them to be as odious, as 
they were efteemed at the beginning of their inftitu. 
tion. Collier, in his Ecclefiaftical Hiftory obferves, 
‘* That it was a common faying, to drink like a 
Templar.” In confequence of their enormities, Pope 
Clement V. in tgto, iffued a mandate to the Sove- 
reign Princes, to have the whole Order-of Knights 
arrefted in one day, which was complied with, In 
France, a charge was exhibited againft them, that at 
their reception. into the fociety they denied the Mef- 
fiah, and {pit thrice upon a Crucifix. In addition te 
this aceufation, was added Sodomy, and other crimes » 
the Grand Matter, whofe refidence was) fixed at) Cys 
prus, happened at the time to be oma vifit in:Paris, 
and he, and fifty-fix of his companions, were burnt 
alive. Edward, the fecond of England, caufed the 
whole of the Knights in his dominions to be. impri- 

E 3 : foned ;, 
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foned ; but the divifions at that time prevailing in his 
kingdom, prevented for many months, an enquiry 
into their conduét, At length, a national fynod wa 
held in London, and in it they were without excep. 
tion, condemned to perpetual imprifonment ; and 
their eftates were given by the Parliament, im 1g24, 
to the Hofpitallers, or Knights of St. John of Jerufae 
Jem, called at this day, Knights of Malta. oS 
From this Hiftorical review of the Knights Tem- 
plars of Old, it will be evident, that the Order was — 
entirely abolifhed; and if it had fubfifted to the prefent — 
time, that not the moft remote connexion between it 
and Free Mafonry, can be drawn. Royal Arch Ma- 
fonry is coeval with the Creation itfelf; Craft Ma- 
fons, from the days of Solomon; but the Knight 
Templars of the prefent age, have no antiquity to 
boaft of, even the name is not to be met with either 
in facred or prophane hiftory, till the time of the Cru- 
fades. « 5 Nase 
That a fociety has a few years fubfifted in the Me- _— 
tropolis, under this appellation, is a fa&t well known; 
but to gain admittance therein, it was not a neceffary’ Berra « 
qualification for a perfon to be a Free, or a Royal ee 
Arch Mafon, for many have been accepted, without 5 
thefe diftin@tions. That the York Mafons have this 
as a Mafonic degree, is equally certain, but it is one of 
their impofitions which difgraces them as Mafons, and 
itis with concern obferved, from a Manulcript addi- 
tion.to the Statutes of the Knight Templars, printed 
for the firft time, in 1791, that in the Jjft gf Chapters, 
one at York, is acknowledged under the title of * Re- 
demption,” im conjunétion with one in London, as 
the * Chapter of Obfervance,” and a third at Bath, 
as the “Chapter of Antiquity,” all ‘which are fated 
be ge _ as 
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as being aflembled from time immemorial.—Query. A

Thefe letters form. the > CSC of the feventh 
degree, according to the York fyftem, and are here in- 
troduced under the pretenfion that it is the juft due 
and ultimate reward of the Knights Templars for a 
the ridiculous ceremonies they have /ubmitted to. A 
difquifition on their fecrets, are unneceflary in this 
place, and particularly asthe Lodge of it, has not as 
yet been held by any of the parties who acknowledge 
themfelves to be Craft Mafons under the jurifdiétion 
of the Grand Lodgeof England.

That the Manufcripts from whence this publication 
is formed, labours under difadvantages, will by no 
means appear extraordinary, when the authors or 
tranfcribers of them are acknowledged to be chiefly 
foreigners : and more particularly, ‘as in cafe they had 
wrote them in languages, which they {éterally were 
matters of, the en omer be a correét, but 

_from the Engli efs they affumed, it was in many 

points a fay Ufficult talk to decypher their meaning,

are invifible, the ornaments are fecured beyond the 
grafp of the adding officers, the lights are too extravar 

ant to be allowed by the publican, whofe apartment 
1s occupied; the thrones, and even the fafhes or rib- 
bons are wanting, and the whole bufinefsis conducted 
inva manner, as to fet at defiance every pretention to 
order, harmony, and decorum. 

The fallacy of the whole is however indifputable, 
when the terms on which a late purchafe was made is 
confidered—they were unigués, the enly copies in the 
world, no perfon ever was in pofleffion of them, but 
the individual, from whom they were derived : ob- 
ferve the concLus1oN—did he not fabricate them ? 
Did they not anfwer his own fordid purpofes? and 
had he been countenanced by any perfon ot influence, 
or even of moral propriety in the fraternity, for years 
prior to the period of his exiflence? If the firft of 
thefe queries is anfwered in the affirmative, is not that 
man the: author of them ? If the reverfe, by what au- 
thority are the Manufcripts /poken of, faid to be the 
only copies in the world ? “In anfwer to the fecond 
query, {uppofing he did fabricate them, was the object 
in view no other, than to ere& by his means a monu- 
ment to his memory, or an emolument for his own 
fubfiftence during his pilgrimage, and for the profit of 
his family at his deceafe ? The one was evidently the 
intention, as his general conduét proved ; as to the 
other, (with all the arts be was matter of) his concep=

neeuvres, of its PUBLICATION, 1a} 

From whence he derived his information, fo as to 
form the ground lot of his vagaries, is to be ace 

ounted for, and will be the beft anfwer to the third 
Ind laft query ftated above; in faét, he wasa TRA- 
VELLER, and in the courfe of his perigrinations he 
met with the York Masons, and from them he col- 
dJefted the foundation of his future profpeéts ; but from 
this circumftance, he was fhunned by the well-in- 
formed as a difaffeéted perfon, and was only refpeéted 


where he was not known. 


As a counterpart to the deceptions of the York Ma- ze 


fons, as well as an antidote to thofe of the foreign 
ones, a hint might be fuggefted of the probability of 
the Free—-Masons, under the Conftitution of Eng- 
land, excelling Brethren of all ages, and of all coun- 
tries, by rendering themfelves their /uperiors in ufeful 
knowledge: the allufion is to the ‘cultivation of the 
LiseRAtL Arts and SCIENCEs, a theme that is in- - 
exhauftible, during the period of man’s exiftence.

fionally given by thofe who were qualified in the 
branches of the ARTs and ScLENCES, 

The Stewarps Lopcg, in particular, on public 
nights, entertained their viftors with a diverfity of 
knowledge, that they had been unaccuftomed to receive 
in a Mafon’s Lodge. NatruraAt PHILosopnuy in 
general, differtations on the daws and properties of Na- 
TURE, the dodfrine of fluids, &c. were commented 
on and explained. , 

Thefe fubje&ts were gratifications to the intelligent, 
and which primarily diftinguifhed this fountain of ho- 
nour. Why the cuftom has of later years been dif- 
continued, can never arife in fo re/pe@able a Lodge, 
from the want of Theories, or the paucity of Profef- 
fors, but from the languid and univerfal love of tem- 
porary enjoyment, which pervades all ranks of fociety; 
and from the generality of Brethren, preferring sounD 
to SENSE, PLEASURE to SCIENCE, and the sHa- 
Dow to the SUBSTANCE. 

What is generally the fubje&t of Mafonic di/gui- 
fetion, is in the power of the moft illiterate Manibe 
to attain, if his enclinations urge him to the purfuit ; 
and when thus high learnt, he flatters himfelf that he 
is arrived at the Vena ofthe Science An alteration, 
in this refpeét, would materially contribute to check 
the progrefs of impofition; at the fame time, that the 
Lodges would derive a luftre, that is, the infeparable 
attendant upon exalted condu&. The dawn of their 
{cientific efor would be received with refpe&, the 
Mafonic charaéter would become illuftrious, and the 
Members of the Fraternity be confidered as inftru- 
ments in the hand of Providence, of diffufing that ge. 
neval knowledge, which is ¢ffential to be anderieod by
